William Webster Ellsworth of New Hartford, Connecticut, is no stranger 
to the Mills College campus, where he has delivered many lectures.

Agnes Clark, who gives the recital with Gunnar Johansen, is a brilliant 
young pianist of Hillsborough and San Francisco and has been received enthusi¬ 
astically in Berkeley and San Francisco. 

A California critic has said of Gunnar Johansen: "He reminds me in more 
than one way of the youthful Paderewsky. He comes exceptionally equipped 
technically—he accomplishes things which astonish even in this day of transcen¬ 
dent skill; but he also has the higher, more precious virtues that spring from a 
fine emotional sensibility, and a rare feeling for contrast and balance and delicate 
nuance in dynamic shading”.

The exhibit of the Fifty Books of the Year, selected and shown by the Amer¬ 
ican Institute of Graphic Arts, will open in the Mills College Library on May 10. 
These selections were made from more than seven hundred books submitted by 
publishers, private presses, book clubs and printers, and they were based upon 
quality of materials and workmanship in relation to price. 

PHYSICAL EDUCATION SUMMER SESSION 

The Department of Physical Education at Mills College announces its sixth 
annual summer session on the campus from June 27 to July 26, 1931. This 
session, known as Camp Sirano and also as the Field Hockey and Sports Camp, 
provides a unique type of summer session with its combination of college work 
for academic credit and a vacation in a camp environment. The student group 
for 19 31 is limited to forty members that camp ideals may be maintained and 
skills achieved. 

Miss Rosalind Cassidy, Professor of Physical Education at Mills College, and 
Miss Hazel J. Cubberley, Director of Athletics at the University of California 
at Los Angeles, are the directors. They will be assisted in the teaching of the 
different skills by such experts as Gladys Anderson, University of Missouri; 
Cornelia Cress, Mills College; Teresa Crowley, Barnard College; Edith Hyde, 
University of California at Los Angeles; Elizabeth McGuire, University of 
Texas, and Evelyn Wood roof, Mills College. Miss Kathleen Olding has been 
appointed Camp Dietitian. 

The summer camp offers teachers an opportunity to improve their technique 
and teaching methods in the major sports; to live in a carefully planned environ¬ 
ment with an interesting and professionally stimulating group of workers from 
various fields; to pursue advanced work in Physical Education for graduate 
academic credit; and to gain knowledge and skill in camping and woodcraft as 
a training for Camp Directors and Counselors. 

The camp will also be open for other teachers and for under graduates who 
desire a restful vacation, and for those who are interested in having an oppor¬ 
tunity to ride and swim and play tennis and golf without registering for credit. 

The courses offered include: field hockey, basket ball and volley ball, field 
ball, speed ball, soccer, swimming and life saving, archery, natural dancing, 
clogging, tennis, tumbling, riding, games for junior high schools, camp leader¬ 
ship courses offering the Counselor’s Certificate of the National Camp Directors’ 
Association, organization of summer camps, leadership of children at camp, 
camp activities and such arts and crafts as batik, woodblocking, and printing. 
Advanced courses in teaching and methods of organization in the various sports 
will be offered for experienced teachers who desire graduate credit. 

Warren Olney Residence Hall, one of the campus halls, will be reserved for 
the campers and sleeping porches will be assigned to early applicants who state 
a desire for them. As the camp maintains a waiting list, registrations should be 
sent immediately to secure a place in the 1931 camp. Requests for further 
information and for the detailed Field Hockey and Sports Camp Bulletin should 
be addressed to Miss Rosalind Cassidy, Mills College, California.
